Sir: 


I have examined and referred to the proper accounting officers of the Department, with 
my approval, your Bullion Accounts for the quarter ended June 30, 1883. 


With reference to these accounts I would say that they differ materially from the manner 
in which the quarterly accounts have been heretofore rendered, and which have been satisfactory 
to the Department, and the division of them into monthly periods is undesirable, as it occasions 
considerable extra labor in the examination of details. While it is important that you should know 
the monthly balances of your accounts, and that your books should be kept so as to show the 
same, there is no good reason why the entries in the accounts, under each head, cannot be made 
quarterly. 


If your accounts for the quarter ended September 30th have been prepared prior to the 
receipt of this it will not be necessary to restate them, but hereafter I would prefer that they be 
rendered without the monthly divisions.
